they noticed a vehicle in 
the driveway and immedi¬ 
ately began taking precau¬ 
tions to preserve as much 
of the scene as possible in 
case the owner of the ve¬ 
hicle was still inside the 
structure. When firefight¬ 
ers were finally able to 
enter the remnants of the 
home, they located a badly 
burnt human body and 
immediately contacted the 
Monroe County Sheriff's 
Office. Sheriff Roger Bar- 
low, who was a deputy at 
the time, responded to the 
scene, contacting and re¬ 
questing the assistance of 
the Kentucky State Police. 

KSP Detective Michael 
Dubree, who lives in Mon¬ 
roe County, arrived on the 
scene shortly after being 
dispatched from KSP Post 
15 in Columbia, and quick¬ 
ly located what appeared 


the skull of the victim. Pos¬ 
itive identification of the 
body was impossible due 
to the damage inflicted by 
fire and heat; however, of¬ 
ficials knew that the resi¬ 
dence had been occupied 
for several years by Martin. 
The body was taken to the 
Kentucky Medical Exam¬ 
iner's Office in Louisville 
to obtain positive iden¬ 
tification and determine 
cause of death, and Dubree 
contacted Martin's son, 
Marty, to get a DNA swab 
for comparative analysis. 
A criminal investigation 
was opened and the hunt 
for Martin's killers began 
in earnest. 

Dubree and fellow KSP 
Detective B.J. Burton first 
learned that Young and 
Parke had been at Martin's 
home the night of the fire 
early on the morning of Au¬

Live music 
also is planned at various 
times throughout the night.

Opening ceremonies 
are scheduled at 6:30 
o'clock, but all cancer 
survivors are asked to 
check in between 5 and 
6:15 p.m. at the Survi¬ 
vors' Tent, located near 
the entrance to the field, 
so they can be recognized 
following the opening 
ceremonies. Free refresh¬ 
ments also will be avail¬ 
able there for the survi¬ 
vors. 

Other activities start 
at 5:30 p.m., with music 
by local talent, plus a 
cornhole tournament 
and a team challenge tug 
of war. Until 7 p.m., the 
public also can purchase 
luminaries (candles in 
paper bags) in memory 
or in honor of cancer 
victims, to be lit dur-

LOCALS ASKED TO DESIGN CONTEST FOR 

HELP WITH CANCER WATERMELON FESTIVAL 

RESEARCH EFFORT T-SHIRTS ANNOUNCED 


Residents of Monroe Coun¬ 
ty and surrounding commu¬ 
nities are asked to take part 
in a historic study that could 
held prevent someone from 
being diagnosed with cancer 
in the future. 

Men and women between 
the ages of 30 and 65 who 
have never been diagnosed 
with cancer are needed to 
participate in the American 
Cancer Society's Cancer Pre¬ 
vention Study-3 (CPS-3). 

The opportunity for resi¬ 
dents to enroll in CPS-3 will 
take place at the Relay For Life 
of Warren County at Bowling 
Green High School on June 1 
between 5:30-9:30 p.m. These 
volunteers will help research¬ 
ers better understand the 
lifestyle, environmental, and 
genetic factors that cause or 
prevent cancer. 

To enroll, individuals com¬ 
plete two steps, one in person 
and one at home. As part of 
the in-person enrollment, in¬ 
dividuals complete a brief 
written survey, have their 
waist measured, sign an in¬ 
formed consent, and give a 
small blood sample, a pro¬ 
cess that will take about 30 
minutes. The individuals will 
then complete a more com¬ 
prehensive baseline survey at 
home, which will take about 
45 to 60 minutes. 

Over the course of the 
study — which is anticipated 
to last 20 to 30 years —partici¬ 
pants will be asked to fill out 
follow-up surveys that will 
be sent to their home every 
few years.

The Monroe County 
Conservation District will 
be accepting requests for 
cost share funding under the 
Kentucky Soil Erosion and 
Water Quality Cost Share and 
Environmental Stewardship 
Program beginning Monday, 
May 14, and extending 
through Friday, June 15. 

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost 
Share Program along with 
the Environmental Steward¬ 
ship Program are created 
to help agricultural opera¬ 
tions protect the soil and 
water resources of Kentucky. 
These programs were estab¬ 
lished by the Kentucky 
General Assembly in 1994 
and 2000. Over the 17 years 
of these programs, approxi¬ 
mately $120 million has been 
approved to plan, design 
and install much needed best 
management practices on 
approximately 14,200 farms 
to protect soil resources and 
water quality. 

These annual cost share 


funds are administered by 
conservation districts with 
priority given to animal waste 
related problems and agri¬ 
cultural district participants 
where pollution problems 
have been identified. Initial 
funding for the program will 
be provided by the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture 
and now also utilizes the 
Tobacco Master Settlement 
Agreement Funds. 

These programs are admin¬ 
istered at the state level by 
the Soil and Water Conser¬ 
vation Commission and the 
Kentucky Division of Conser¬ 
vation, located in Frank¬ 
fort. Applications are ranked 
statewide and approved for 
funding based on available 
funds.

She went to Dr. John Marsh, 
who removed the mole at his 
office in Glasgow and sent it 
for biopsy. The report came 
back "Stage IV melanoma" — 
the most deadly form of skin 
cancer. 


"Surgery was the only op¬ 
tion, since at that time, there 
was no type of chemotherapy 
for melanoma," Brenda said. 
A large section of her calf was 
removed. 

"They told me that, nor¬ 
mally, this type of melanoma 
would spread to lymph nodes, 
but because it was below the

knee, chances were better that 
the cancer would not reoccur 
— and everything was fine for 
20 years," she continued. 

"Then in November 1999, I 
found a lump in my groin area 
that I knew shouldn't be there," 
she said. "Dr. Marsh told me he 
didn't feel like it was bad but 
said 'Let's get it out anyway/ 
and did surgery the next day, 
removing three lymph nodes. 
It came back showing the origi¬ 
nal melanoma in one of them. 

"Dr. Marsh sent me to Dr. 
Hiram Polk, Jr. at Norton's 
Hospital in Louisville and he 
removed 18 more lymph nodes 
in that area, followed by a pro¬ 
fusion of chemo — what they 
called a megadose — through 
my left leg area. They discov¬ 
ered that the melanoma in two 
of the original lymph nodes 
had metastasized (spread)." 

Swelling and fluid build¬ 
up became a problem so ad¬ 
ditional surgery was needed, 
and Brenda wasn't able to start 
other treatment until January 
2000. 

Over those 20 years since 
Brenda's first ordeal with can¬ 
cer, a lot of advances had been 
made in treating melanoma, 
thanks to research. 

"I was really lucky in that 
my oncologist. Dr. Donald 
Miller, had a special interest in 


melanoma," she said. "I went 
to the James Graham Brown 
Cancer Center Louisville for 
for Dacarbazine (chemo) and 
Interleukin II treatments once 
a month for six months, and I 
would recommend the Center, 
and Dr. Miller, to anyone — 
they were great." 

After each treatment, she had 
an injection of Interleukin II 
each day for four days. Brenda 
said she gave herself the injec¬ 
tions at first, but this was what 
they call a "nasty drug," caus¬ 
ing severe body aches, jerks 
and nausea. 

"I guess that caused me to 
develop a complex, and I just 
couldn't give myself those 
shots any more — Richard (her 
husband) had to do it," she 
said.

Brenda, a loan file clerk at 
Edmonton State Bank who has 
been at the bank for 28 years, 
was able to continue work¬ 
ing during this period, usu¬ 
ally having to miss only three 
or four days following each 
monthly treatment. 

Her doctors had warned her 
there was a high risk of reoc¬ 
currence, but at her check-up 
in April this year, the news 
again was good. Her surgeon 
told her that, after 12 years, the

sistant Commonwealth 
Attorney Clay Hundley 
called Gearlds to the stand, 
learning that the two men 
had known each other 
for several years. Gearlds 
testified that Martin had 
called him that night look¬ 
ing for liquor, and that 
Martin had been drink¬ 
ing that night. Gearlds ex¬ 
plained to Hundley that 
two other men were inside 
Martin's home when he ar¬ 
rived, noting that Max had 
called one of them "Jess." 
Gearlds explained that he 
had left Martin's home 
around 10:00 that night 
and that the two other men 
were still there. 

That statement, which 
Gearlds had given detec¬ 
tives early in the investiga¬ 
tion, was the first indica¬ 
tion that something was 
wrong with the story pro¬ 
vided by Young, who had 
told detectives that he and 
Parke left the residence 
around dark that night. 
Throughout the trial, Du¬ 
bree testified that, from the 
very beginning. Young lied 
and attempted to mislead 


investigators. 

The first big break in the 
case came when detectives 
were able to subpoena re¬ 
cords from Bluegrass Cel¬ 
lular that tracked Young's 
movements the night of 
the murder. Using tech¬ 


nology that shows where 
a phone is located by re¬ 
cording its proximity to 
area cell phone towers, of¬ 
ficials learned that Young's 
phone placed him in loca¬ 
tions other than where 
he had told them he had 
been. Those records, Du¬ 
bree said, placed him near 
Martin's home later than 
he had told them, as well 
as placing him back in the 
same area very early the 
next morning. When de¬ 
tectives informed Young 
about their knowledge of 
his misinformation, more 
stories ensued. In fact, 
Dubree testified, it wasn't 
until the fourth interview 
with Young that Young 
seemed to begin to sense 
detectives were very close 
to closing their net and he 
began to talk. 

According to testimony 
from Dubree and Detective 
Israel Slinker, text records 
from the phones of both 
suspects had been sub- 
poenad, and when Young 
learned that detectives 
would soon see those re¬ 
cords he knew that he had 


better tell his story. Parke 
had left for a vacation in 
Myrtle Beach and Young 
was scared. Still, though 
faced with the possibility 
of the death penalty. Young 
still evaded the entire truth. 
It wasn't until detectives 


convinced Young to have 
a telephone conversation 
with Parke on speaker that 
they learned there had 
also been a robbery in con¬ 
nection with the murder 
and arson. According to 
testimony from detectives 
and recorded interviews 
and phone calls that were 
played aloud for the jury, 
it seemed as if most of the 
truth was finally revealed. 

Young and Parke, tes¬ 
timony revealed, went to 
Martin's house in the early 
evening hours of August 
25. Young stated that Parke 
gave Martin $1200 that 
he owed him and that all 
three men had been drink¬ 
ing and were "pretty" 
drunk. At some point later 
that evening Martin alleg¬ 
edly made a disparaging 
remark concerning Parke's 
wife, at which point Parke 
looked at Young and made 
a motion with his hand 
that indicated a gun, the 
testimony revealed. What 
followed was the crux of 
the prosecution's case; 
text messages between 
Young and Parke, presum¬ 
ably so Martin wouldn't 
know what they were 
discussing,seemed to lead 
directly to Martin's death. 

Young to Parke: "Wanna 
do the big deal" 

Parke to Young: "Kill Max"

According to testimony, 
Parke asked to see Mar¬ 
tin's handgun, a .25 cali¬ 
ber semi-automatic that 
Martin kept with him at all 
times. Parke then handed 
the firearm to Young, who 
handed it back to Parke. 
Parke then walked into the 
kitchen, only to return and 
find Martin slumped over 


in the chair, nearly passed 
out. The recorded inter¬ 
views with Young relate 
that Parke shot Martin in 
the back of the head with 
Martin's own handgun. 
Young said after the first 
shot that Martin looked 
at Parke with 
seeming dis¬ 
belief before 
Parke emp¬ 
tied the rest 
of the gun's 
magazine into 
Martin. 

Young told 
investigators 
that, in total, 
Parke shot 
Young seven 
or eight times. 
Autopsy re¬ 
sults reported 
that a total 
of three pro¬ 
jectiles were 
recovered 
from Martin's 
body, two 
from the head 
and one from 
the neck. 

Young went 
on to tell de¬ 
tectives that after Parke 
finished shooting Mar¬ 
tin, the two of them used 
a blanket that was in the 
chair behind the Martin's 
body, to pull him out into 
the floor, and that Parke 
then took Martin's wallet 
out of his pocket. The two 
men then went through 
the house for seven or 
eight minutes, according 
to Young's recorded state¬ 
ment, searching for a box 
of money that Martin al¬ 
legedly kept in the house. 
Young recounted that 
Parke then went into the 
rear of the house and got a 
container of kerosene and 
dumped the flammable liq¬ 
uid throughout the kitchen 
and bedroom of the home 
before lighting the fuel in 
an attempt to burn all the 
physical evidence pertain¬ 
ing to their crimes. 

Young went on to tell 
the detectives that he and 
Parke drove back to Parke's 
house, but that he drove 
by himself back to Hope 
Road to make sure that the 
house had burnt. When he 
saw that the house had not 
actually burnt, he returned 
to Parke's house and the 
pair went back to Martin's 
with a jug of gasoline to 
finish the job. Young told 
investigators he waited 
outside in the truck while 
Parke went back inside 
and again poured flam¬ 
mable liquid through the 
interior of the residence, 
finishing by pouring a trail 
out onto the porch where 
he again touched a flame 
to it. Young reported that, 
this time, there was an ex¬ 
plosion that blew the front 
windows out of the house. 
He went on to say that 
he took Parke back home 
before going to his own 
house and going to bed. 


In summation at the 
close of the trial, Hund¬ 
ley told the jury that pros¬ 
ecutors were treading new 
ground with this case. He 
explained that although 
there were no pictures or 
video of the crime, there 
was a cyberspace picture 
of the murder and that the 
text messages were proof 
that, although Young 
didn't actually pull the 
trigger himself, he was 
the instigator to Martin's 
brutal homicide and that 
Parke was the instrument 
used to carry out the act. 

The jury agreed with 


prosecutors in this case 
and found Young guilty of 
murder, 2nd degree arson 
and 1st degree robbery, 
ruling that there were ag¬ 
gravating circumstances 
in this murder case. "Ag¬ 
gravating circumstances" 
refers to the fact that the 
murder was committed 
during the commission of 
a robbery, and the fact that 
aggravating circumstances 
exist allows for a stiffer 
penalty for the defendant. 

Judge Eddie Lovelace 
instructed the jury that on 
the charge of murder they 
could recommend a sen¬ 
tence of between 20 years 
and life in prison with the 
possibility of parole in 20 
years, life without parole 
for 25 years, or life without 
parole possible at all. 


He further instructed 
the jury that, on the other 
two charges, both being 
class B felonies, they could 
recommend a sentence of 
no less than 10 or more 
than 20 years, with the ac¬ 
cused having to serve 85% 
of the sentence before he 
would be eligible for pa¬ 
role. He also informed the 
jury that they would need 
to recommend whether 
the three sentences should 
run concurrently or con¬ 
secutively, and that Young 
would be given credit for 
time served. 

When the jury returned. 


they recommended to 
Lovelace that Young be 
sentenced to 25 years for 
the murder of Martin, 
and 20 years each on the 
charges of arson and rob¬ 
bery. They further recom¬ 
mended that the sentences 
run concurrently, making 
him eligible for parole in 
20 years. Lovelace will 
pronounce final sentenc¬ 
ing on Young, June 28, in 
Burkes ville. 

Detective Michael Du¬ 
bree possibly summed 
the situation up best at 
the conclusion of the trial 
when he said; "Nobody 
wins in these things. What 
brings some closure to one 
family, tears another apart. 
In the end, one family loses 
a father, another a son."

City of Tompkinsville discusses employee overtime 


Several city employees were 
present at the April 26 meet¬ 
ing of the Tompkinsville City 
Commission to discuss is¬ 
sues such as on-call time and 
overtime. According to the 
Commission minutes received 
from City Clerk Jennifer Arms, 
City employees spoke about 
the weekend on-call shift. In 
the past, employees noted, if 
they were on call and came 
in to check the sewer pumps, 
they were paid for two hours 
overtime. The personnel poli¬ 
cy states that these employees 
should instead take off two 
hours during the week to keep 
overtime pay down. 

Employees were asked to 
follow the personnel policy 
but refused noting "the price 
of gas was a hardship for them 
to return to town twice during 
the weekend and to not be 
paid overtime. " 

Commissioner Scotty Turner 
made a motion to amend the 
policy to give overtime for two 
hours to the employee who 
checks the sewer pumps on 
the weekends. Also included 
in Turner's motion was to 
reimburse Ricky Birge and 
Eddie Bennett for two hours 
of overtime. 

In other items of business.

tion. Gil Short with America's 
Health Team also spoke to the 
Commission, offering a fixed 
indemnity plan and Haley 
Simpson of Kentucky Farm 
Bureau also emailed that her 
quote wasn't ready. The Com¬ 
missioners agreed to table 
the matter and discuss it at a 
special called meeting. 

Code Enforcement Officer 
Kerry Schabacker also came 
before the Commission to 
discuss the terms for property 
violations, once a violation 
is posted how long before 
citations begin. Schabacker, 
reported that he had spent 
time with the Glasgow Code 
Officer learning about the dif¬ 
ferent rules and regulations. 
At Glasgow, that officer uses 
his discretion as to the terms 
of violation. Commissioner 
Turner made a motion to give 
Code Enforcement Officer the 
authority to determine the 
terms of a violation. 

The Commission also: 

— approved the second 
reading on the Building Code 
ordinance; 

— discussed a proposed 
assisted living facility plan¬ 
ning to be built across from 
Wal-Mart and the fact that 
City Manager Harold Graves 
and County Judge-executive 
Tommy Willett had met with 
Kathy and Jerry Graves about 
providing services. Any action 
was tabled until a cost estimate 
was provided for the project; 

— discussed the employ¬ 
ment of Police Officer Tyler 


Shaw. Mayor Proffitt asked 
if the Commission felt Shaw 
should be under the normal 
six month probation period 
since he is already a certified 
police officer or if the City 
should be contributing to his 
retirement. The Commission 
decided to treat Officer Shaw 
like any other new employee, 
after his six months is up the 
City will then begin to contrib¬ 
ute to his retirement; 

— approved an amended 
ordinance concerning the 
ethics board. In the original 
ordinance there was a typo in 
the section about the length of 
terms for the board requiring 
five members. The amended 
ordinance only requires three 
members. The Mayor recom¬ 
mended Carolyn Emmert (one 
year), Rex Bartley (two years) 
and Deanna York (three years) 
for the Board and they were 
approved; 

— after a closed session, the 
Commission agreed to rehire 
Fred Parr for the Recycling 
Plant Manager at $10.50 per 
hour. He would be required to 
serve a six-month probation¬ 
ary period;

— heard a report that Scot¬ 
ty's had started paving the city 
streets. Also heard a report 
that the Commission had de¬ 
cided not to pave the tennis 
courts but revisit patching the 
cracks instead; 

— discussed heavy trash 
pick up program and problems 
experienced this year. Proffitt 
suggested that Schabacker, 
Joel England and Commis¬ 
sioner Sherry Crawford have 
a meeting to come up with a 
policy before the fall heavy 
trash pick-up; 

— heard a report that 93 
volunteers picked up 103 bags 
of trash during the PRIDE 
clean-up; 

— discussed the e-recycling 
event at Wal-Mart and the fact 
that through over $5,000 in 
donations, new Christmas do¬ 
nations and 14 poles and two 
swags have been purchased; 

— approved changing the 
May meeting until May 31; 
and 

— heard that the certificate 
of origin for the Humvees 
were mailed and are the only 
documentation needed to 
be able to use the Humvees. 
Turner made a motion to start 
using the Humvees as soon as 
they were insured. 


INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Monroe County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from May 21 through June 
5, 2012. Under the supervision of the property valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any 
person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1,2012 assessment on which state, county, and school taxes for 2012 will be 
due November 1, 2012. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the county courthouse and may 
be inspected between the hours of 8 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. Office open Saturday, May 26, and 
Saturday, June 2, 8 a.m.to 12 noon. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must first 
request a conference with the PVA or designated deputy. The conference may be held prior to 
or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with the PVA 
or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other written 
petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion 
of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one work day following the 
conclusion of the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear 
before the board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be eligible to appeal 
directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county board of assessment 
appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under the provisions of KRS 
132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value of 
personal property as determined by the property valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash value of his 
property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Property Taxation within 30 days 


(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky Board of 
Tax Appeals.
